The close reference for the current invention is Takagi Usaji et al (JP 04- 

077455). 

Takagi Usaji et al discloses a process for preparing methyl cinnamate by reacting a 
styrene, CO ,an alcohol and oxygen in the presence of a catalyst comprising palladium , a 
complex or hydrate containing copper acetate and manganese acetate at a temperature of 25 to 
200^ C. 
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The instant invention, however, differs from the prior art in that the claimed cinnamates 
are prepared by reacting cinnamic acid with an alcohol in the presence of polyaniline catalyst ; 
therefore, the application of the corresponding catalysts to their processes are completely 
different to each other. 

Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person with an 
ordinary skill in the art because the claimed process and the prior art process are completely 
different from each other.
